Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotafion of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1, 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Guyomard 
(6378268). 

Guyomard shows structural member of the type comprising a body with a cavity, plastic 
reinforcing ribs (9, 10), means for fixing the ribs to the body, the fixing means comprise discrete 
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regions set back (set back inwardly ) from two outer edges of the body, blocks that are part of the 
same molding as the ribs, the blocks envelop the outer edges in its set-back regions, the setback 
being formed by cut-out in the body, the body being made of metal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
^having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Guyomard 
(6378268) in view of Almdale (2136122). 

Guyomard shows all the claimed limitations except for the setback regions having 
stepped shapes with angles, the setback regions having at least some parts that converge away 
from the body, the setback regions being basically trapezium-shaped. 

Almdale shows setback regions having stepped shapes with angles for connecting the 
body and a cover mold together. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Guyomard to show the set-back regions having stepped shapes 
with angles, the set-back regions having at least some parts that converge away from the body, 
the set-back regions being basically trapezium-shaped because the examiner takes Official 
Notice of the equivalence of set-back inwardly and outwardly and setbacks with trapezium- 
shaped that converge away from the body for their use in the structural art and the selection of 
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any of these known setback equivalents to encourage affixing the mold to the body would be 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art.
